Animals are inoculated with toxigenic strains of Clostridium difficile. Goals of the research are to study toxigenic factors 
and drug resistance of the organism in hopes of understanding how to treat and stop the spread of severe forms of 
disease.

Every effort is made to identify and euthanize animals before they become ill with Clostridium difficile infection. The 
investigative staff Is required to monitor the animals several times each day after being Infected. However, many animals 
die very suddenly, presumably because of systemic infection. Thus mortality is one major endpoint in this study. Animals 
at risk for sudden death are identified as category E by the lACUC.
